They are rather the crea- 
tion of officialism, which by training or 
tradition is not particularly suited to 
running a commercial venture. 

The British trader, therefore, in Mr. 
Serraillier’s opinion would be well ad- 
vised to pause ere he allows himself to 
be cajoled into accepting an offer of 
government assistance, for, he adds, apart 
from these objections on general grounds 
at international exhibitions, “we have 
the specific ones at San Francisco, of 
high cost of living, labor and transporta- 
tion, and ‘a prohibitive tariff.”

eral Botha and General Hertzog in South 
Africa.

The flag waving and 
drum beating of the extreme imperialist 
party is as obnoxious to the average 
South African as the reactionary policy 
and the unreasonable EE of the 
backveld Boer. 

General Botha would have an easy vic- 
tory if the issue simply lay between his 
conscientious supporters and General 
Hertzog’s sincere admirers, but the con- 
test is complicated by those gentlemen 
who though partizans of Botha by con- 
viction, want a share of the spoils and 
as that can only be realized by ousting 
the sitting member, they are forced to 
make common cause with General Hert- 
zog, and by representing to the ignorant 
electorate that the latter has the entire 
monopoly of South African patriotism, 
and that Gengral Botha has fallen a vic- 
tim to imperial blandishments and to 
the capitalistic wire-pullers of the 
Unionist party. 

The indications of victory now seem 
to swing in one direction, now in the 
other, so that it is impossible to say 
what the ultimate issue of the struggle 
will be, but it is safe to assert that the 
union ig suffering deplorably from this 
foolish and unnecessary squabble, for 
what South Africa urgently needs is 
rest and development, and the adminis- 
tration of the country seems of late to 
be paralyzed, because any progressive 
movement. for promoting agriculture or 
education may furnish the enemy with 
ammunition for fresh campaigns of op- 
position and misrepresentation.

Torpedo Boat Pursuers Are’ 


Awarded by Naval Secretary 


WASHINGTON—Conditional award of 


the contracts for six new torpedo boat, 


destroyers, Nos. 57 to 62, was made on 


Tuesday by Secretary Josephus Daniels 
of the navy department, as follows: 

Two vessels to the New York Ship- 
building Company at $825,000 each; two 
to William Cramp & Sons Ship & 
Engine Building Company, Philadelphia, 
at $881,000 each; one to the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Corporation, Quincy, Mass., 
at $861,000, and one to the Bath, Me., 
Iron Works at $884,000. 

‘These vessels are to be the largest of 
their class. They are to have the same 
nigh sustained sea speed that has proved 
so successful in previous boats of the 
tame type, but they mark an advance in 
radius of action at high speed. Increased 
space has been assigned for the accom- 
modations of both crew and officers. 

The destroyers will be 310 feet long, 
29 feet 10 inches beam, 9 feet 3 inches 
draft and 1090 tons displacement. They 
will be oil burners exclusively and will 
2e propelled by steam turbines.

INCREASES OPPOSED 


Statistics presented at the opening of 
the arbitration hearing between the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway Company and the 
Boston Carmen’s Union in Ford hall to- 
day showed that the average weekly 
wage of one of the coal-hoisting engineers 
employed at the Lincoln and South Bos- 
ton power stations is $35.26. This was 
computed from records of Sept. 1, 1912 
to 1913. 

The average wage is made up of the 
average regular weekly pay of $19.96, and 
the total average bonus of $15.30. It 
was taken from the record of William S. 
Collins, who waa the first witness today. 

Mr. Collins testified that he had to 
work hard and at more than 24-hour 
_ Stretches in order to make above the 
$17.14 regular pay of the hoisting engi- 
neer, He works six levers connected 
with the hoisting machinery, sitting in 
a room about 10x14 feet, looking down 
on to the vessel unloading through an in- 
clined window. 

“Speaking of the extra money for 
quick loading of the coal vessels Mr. 
Collins said that there were three 
hoisting engineers and three hatch 
bosses, each of the former receiving 13 
“and some fraction” and the latter sev- 
en “and some fraction” per cent of the 
bonus that remained after the foreman 
or stevedore got his 20 per cent. 

The Elevated company retains 50 per 
cent of the money that is saved over 
the average fixed cost of unloading a 
vessel through the rapid work of the 
men. It also receives 20 per cent of the 
remaining 50 per cent of bonus money 
when the trolley men are not used ac- 
cording to the witness and they have not 
been used for the last five vears he said. 


This gives the company 60 per cent of | 
the entire amount of bonus money. The. 
remaining 40 per cent of the money is’ 


divided among the foremen, engineers 


and hatch bosses as already stated by) 


Mr. Collins, * 

As for rest during the intervals of 
four hours of layoff allowed while un- 
loading the coal vessels the witness said 
that the men looked for a soft place on 
the coal or laid down on boards or rope 
in the tool room on about the hoisting 
towers. No heat was provided in the 
tool house or any other place for the 
men, Mr. Collins said, although he 
had asked that the heat be turned on. 

The hoisting engineers, the witness 
said, do not want the bonus system, ‘they 
would rather receive regular pay and 
not have to work overtime. He did not 
know whether the hatch bosses were in 
favor of the bonus pay or not as he 
did not understand their language. 

Outside coal hoisting engineers, the 
witness said, earn $23.50 a week. These 
meh work nine hours for five and a 
half days during seven months and are 


week for the other five months in the 
year. 

James J. Storrow, chairman of the 
arbitration board, asked the witness if 
he would consider it unreasonable if the 
company had four men, or a double crew, 
at South Boston, so that the work could 
go on continuously, but the men be re- 
lieved half of the time while working on 
a stretch. 

Mr. Collins said that such a plan 
would be all right, and would be just to 
the men. 

Mr. Feeney drew attention to the fact 
that while four men would be needed to 
tend the two towers at South Boston, 
six men would be necessary to run the 
three towers at the Lincoln power sta- 
tion on double gang hours. 

David ‘Y. Ross, clerk at the Lincoln 
power station, was the next witness. 
Stating that he had been in the com- 
pany’a service three years, he then de- 
tailed his duties. His salary, he said, 
had not been increased since additiona! 
duties were placed upon him by the audit 
department of the company. 

The witness told of hiring a man to 
handle the stock room. This man he 
said was a great help to him but he had 
been dismissed and three puny men as- 
signed to do the work. 

Sow said Mr. Ross the stock room is 
in @isorder, stock is taken out without 
the presentation of an order, shortages 
occur and it is impossible to order from 
the card index. From 50 to 75 requisi- 
tions are made on the stock room each 
day the witness stated and values of the 
stock given out from the store room is 
about $1000 a month. The pump men 
are not acquainted he said with the 
stock room contents and he cannot give 
them orders as they are under the watch 
engineer. 

Mr. Ross said that he made up the 
time cards and that the men of the sta- 
tion are paid according to that payroll. 
This he said was extra work as was also 
the making up of inventories, both of 
which mecessitated working until 1) 
o'clock at night for a week or more. 

Mr. Ross said that he made out the 
bonus payroll also for the coal unload- 
ing engineers and that he knew that 
these men were not in favor of the bonus 
avetem. 

Mr. Collins was recalled to the stand 
by James L. Richards, representative of 
the company on the board of arbitration. 
“Were the hours that you have worked 
im the past optional or not,” inquired 
Mr. Richards. “We were required to 
work that long stretch,” said Mr. Collins.

UNIVERSITY EXTENSION WORK 


COURSES FOR 1913- 14 ARRANGED 


Work Planned From Sesbiabes Until May at Harvard, 
Tufts, Tech, Boston College, Boston University, 
the Museum, Wellesley and Simmons 


University extension courses for 1913- 
1914, offered by the commission on ex- 
tension courses in Boston, will begin the 
last week in September and continue 
until May, with vacations at Christmas, 
the mid-year period and in the spring, 
corresponding to the vacations in the 
several institutions represented. 

The institutions are Harvard, Tufts, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
Boston College, Boston University, Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, Wellesley and Sim- 
mons. The work will be tested by ex- 
aminations and marked on the same 
scale as in college courses. The hours 
of instruction are in the evening, in the 
late afternoon and on Saturday. 

The evening courses cover elementary 


English composition and French, history 


of English literature, principles of eco- 
nomics, money, banking and crises, statis- 
tics, and governments and politics of 
today. Afternoon courses are English 
composition (advanced), nineteenth cen- 
tury English literature, second-year 
French, elementary German, second-year 
German, analysis and appreciation of mu- 
sic and history of Greek art. 

The courses arranged for Sdturday are 
especially for teachers and cover lithol- 
ogy, historical geology, geography of the 
United States, botany and general zool- 
ogy. The subjects of the courses are 
changed from year to year. Lowell col- 
legiate courses and those of the teach- 
ers’ school of science are included in the 
list open to pupils taking the university 
extension courses.

in match play. By instituting a propor- 
tional table it was seen that members 
whose play was otherwise unknown could 
form some idea of a proposed opponent’s 
play by knowing what was the mutual! 


relation of their two scores to the par |, 


or bogey of the course. Without some 
such knowledge the plan of arranging a 
match which would give sport to both 
parties was a matter of information, 
given by the one party to the other, as 
to how he played with some party known 
to both. If no information could be 
given it was a matter of guess. Such a 
table was first drawn up at Wimbledon 
on the method of giving the weaker 
player two thirds of his allowance from 
par? but after some years’ experience it 
was found that this was in favor of the 
scratch player, and the allowance was 
accordingly increased to three fourths in 
singles and three eighths in foursomes, 
at which figures the system has been 
adopted by other clubs. 

In these early days of handicapping 
in match play by a proportion of the 
medal-playing handicap, and not as 
formerly in match play by fourths, or 
thirds, or halves, and so on, or holes up, 
it was not thought necéssary to deter- 
mine the par of the course by using 
fractions for certain distances, although 
it was tried as far as halves went, but 
did not extend to fourths, but the holes 
which had a fraction n the par of the 
hole were few, and the custom was given 
up at Wimbledon.

INDIAN BOARD 
OF INQUIRY ON 
ITS WAY WEST 


Joint Committee of Investigation 
Which Will Sift Charges of 
Irregularity in Conduct of Res- 
ervation Business Now Ready 


TQ MONTANA _ FIRST 


WASHINGTON—A thorough investi- 
gation of conditions on Indian reserva- 
tions, the most searching in the history 
of the government, is about to begin, and 
a sub-committee of the joint Indian com. 
mittees of Congress is now on its way 


West. The investigation is the result 
of a resolution introduced in the House 
by Representative Carter of Oklahoma 
early in the present session, the gist of 
which was incorporated in the Indian 
appropriation bill, approved June 20, 

The provisions of the Carter resolution 
give authority for a full investigation of 
every phase of Indian affairs. The com- 
mitte will take up its work in a leisurely 
way, and perhaps continue it through the 
fall. and most of the winter. 

On the report that will be made to 
Congress it is altogether likely that im- 
portant legislation will be based, per- 
haps some of it pointing in th: direction 
of making the Indians full American 
citizens. This is the policy favored by 
Secretary Lane of the interior depart- 
ment, who says it will stop numerous 
forms of graft which, it is said, have 
flourished on the reservations for many 
years, 

The members of the committee are 
Senators Robinson of Arkansas, Town- 
send of Michigan, and Lane of Oregon, 
and Representatives Stephens of Texas, 
Carter of Oklahoma and Burke of South 
Dakota. These men left Washington on 
Monday night for the Crow reservation 


| in Montana, and from there will go to 


North Yakima, Washington, and thence 
to New Mexico. 

Charges of irregularities on the Crow 
reservation have been made before the 
House and Senate Indian committees at 
intervals for a number of years by Mrs. 
Helen Pierce Gray, formerly a resident 
of Minnesota, who has spent much time 
among the Indians, and is an authority 
on some phases of Indian life and relief 
work. Each time these charges have 
been dismissed, but. now they are to be 
sifted to the bottom. 

The trip to North Yakima will ‘be for 
the purpose of looking into the question 
of building an irrigation project on In- 
dian land. In New Mexico numerous 
charges of irregularities will be inquired 
into. 

The committee enters upon its work 
without prejudice, but with its members 
feeling kindly toward the Indians, and 
desiring to see them protected in all the 
rights guaranteed them by law and 
treaties.

RAISING WATER LILIES PAYS 


Woman has profitable pools near Washington 


EAR Washington, D. C., is the home 

of an enterprising woman who is 
earning a far more than comfortable liv- 
ing for her family by the culture of 
pool lilies. 

Her business is .so entirely different 
from anything that the average woman 
goes into that its development is cspe- 
cially interesting. The family moved to 
Washington from the North about 10 
years ago, and perhaps two years later 
this woman sent to their old home in 
New England for a few lily roots. 

The following summer the entire front 
yard was practically convertéd into a 
lily pond and was so much enjoyed and 
appreciated that when the family felt 
the back-to-the-soil influence later on 
and looked for a place in the suburbs, 
it was natural to take possibilities for 
future lily ponds into consideration. 

Eventually, when the lilies attracted 
mote and more. attention, really creating 
a market for themselves, and their cul- 
ture on a large scale was decided upon, 
the family bought a few acres of ground 
in a marshy section particularly adapted 
to such work.

Tender vegetables are always better 
cooked inside the oven. Put in pans with 
a little water and a suspicion of salt, 
either cover the pans or set one on an- 


heat at the bottom. 

Put boiling water in the pans if in 
haste; otherwise have the water cold, 
and the oven very hot. After the water 
is hot, heat can be slacked at least half. 
Rapid boiling toughens vegetables and 
makes them to a degree tasteless. Sim- 
mering, contrariwise, makes for tender- 
ness and flavor. 


CLEAN FLATIRONS

GREEN AND RED 


ITH the exception of those who live 

in Florida, California, Arizona, New 
Mexico, Texas and Louisiana, the resi- 
dents of the United States have so far 
failed to become as familiar with the 
sweet pepper as it deserves.

TRAINMEN USE 
LIVING COSTS 
AS WAGE PLEA 


NEW YORK—The higher cost of living 
was cited as a reason why trainmen and 


conductors should receive higher wages 


in Tuesday's hearing before the arbitra- 
tion commission, taking testimony to de- 
cide the controversy between 42 eastern 
railroads and their conductores and train- 
men, over the employees’ dei i nds. 

Dr. Frank J. Warno, statistical expert 
of the trainmen, presented tables show- 
ing comparisons in the prices of staple 
articles, Feb. 15, 1913, with average prices 
between 1890 and 1899. Eleven of these 
articles, Dr. Warno said, had advanced in 
price more than 50 per cent. Sugar alone 
had declined. 

All the other articles, according to his 
diagrams, varied betwen 23 per cent and 
116 per cent advance. 

Elisha Lee, for the railroads, sought to 
show that Dr. Warno was not qualified to 
testify as en expert.

MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 


MEXICO’ CITY—Declaring that it 
would be the greatest triumph of his 
career to turn over his office to his suc- 
cessor with the country at peace, Provi- 
sional President Huerta, in his semi-an- 
nual message, promised the twenty-sev- 


enth Mexican Congress to spare no ef- 
forts to bring about the unrestricted 
election of President and Vice-President 
next month. 

Sr. Huerta said the strained diploma- 
tic relations between Mexico and the 
United States had retarded pacification 
of the country. Nevertheless he asserted 
he had good grounds. to hope for an early 
solution of the differences between the 
two nations. 

He drew a distinction between the at- 
titude of the government of the United 
States and that of the people, saying 
“the tenseness of our diplomatic relations 
with the government of the United 
States of America, although luckily not 
with that people,” had put Mexico into 
a state of apprehension. 

As to permits to foreign vessels of war 
to use Mexican harbors, Sr. Huerta said: 

“Since the law prohibited warships 
from remaining for more than a month 
in territoria] waters, the Senate autho- 
rized the said ships to remain, but witi 
the understanding taat those remaining 
should not entail an attack upon the 
dignity and sovereignty of Mexico. Such 
authorization limited them to a period of 
six months, dating from April 25 last, 
and it was not thought advisable to re- 
new this authorization upon its ap- 
proaching expiration. Other ships, which 
made visits of courtesy and not of vigi- 
lance, have been received by the Mexi- 
can authorities according to internat- 
ional laws and customs.” 

The silence which prevailed during the 
reading of the presidential document vy 
the reading clerk was broken at its con- 
clusion by cheering, in which the con- 
gressmen were joined by the crowds in 
the galleries.

WASHINGTON—tThe resignation of 
Senor Don Federico Mejia as minister 
to the United States from Salvador, last 
week, came as a surprise to the Central 
American colony here, which had pre- 
sumed Senor Mejia was a permanent fix- 
ture in the diplomatic life of Washing- 
ton. The retiring minister has gone for 
a vacation trip to Europe, at the con- 
clusion of he will return home. 
His successor here, Senor Francisco 
Duenas, former President of Salvador, is 
now on his wav to Washington and will 
arrive presumably next week. He has 
lived in the United States from time to 
time and is a lawyer. 

Senor Mejia has been on constant duty 
here for Salvador since April, 1907. In 
diplomatic circles he h:s been known as 
a “practical” man, for the reason that 
he has applied the American and the 
English viewpoint to Central American 
questions.

RARE BIRDS SEEN 
BY NATURALIST IN 
NEW YORK STATE 


ALBANY, N. Y.—George F. Guelph, a 
naturalist of Brockport, reports to the 
conservation department that he has 
seen species of birds in this state that 
for many years have been almost or 
wholly unknown in this part of the 
country. 

There are now more than 200 species of 
birds which may be looked for regularly 
along Lake Ontario during the time of 
migration, Mr. Guelph says. There are 
also about 20 species that can be seen oc- 
casionally and 12 which have been seen 
but a few times and are rare. 

A Hudson curlew, a willet and a knot, 
birds rarely found in western New York, 
were seen there this year, Mr. Guelph 
says. The knot is a bird that goes far 
into the Arctic regions to breed and it 
migrates in winter to the extreme south- 
ern part of South America. A blue 
goose, one of the rarest of the larger 
water fowl, also was seen this year. 
There are only six records of its having 
beerf seen before in this state.

“But what pleased me most was to 
see the way people of different interests 
had combined in_an appeal for their own 
nationality; singing societies working 
with church societies, gymnastic societies 
and benevolent societies, for when people 
can forget their national disputes, forget 
their social differences, forget their dif- 
ferent creeds and meet cordially on a 
matter of public good, we are getting 
the finest kind of cooperation and those 
who are working in libraries must be 
glad to be instrumental in calling forth 
this democratic feeling. 

“We are missing an enormous power 
for good if we do not work in connection 
‘with the immigrants’ societies which con- 
trol the different nationalities in all our 
communities, and from my own experi- 
ence I would say that the reception from 
them is so cordial one’s head is apt to be 
turned, the gratitude and deference shown 
being all out of proportion to the effort 
made to assist them. ’ 

“Our societies did not end their useful- 
ness with the petition, for, when in reply 
to their request we told the people we 
would have to ask their assistance in the 
selection of the books and where to 
secure them, these different societies each 
selected two members to represent them 
on a ‘library committee’ and this was the 
case with every nationality, a committee 
co of two members from each so.

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TRANSFERRED TO

Senate Expected to Thwart Elim- 
ination of Commerce Court 
Magistrates by Placing Them 
in Federal Judiciary Posts 


RECALL PHASE CITED 


WASHINGTON—The action .of the 
House this week in passing the urgent 
deficiency bill with the “rider” provid- 
ing for abolishing the commerce court, 
and legislating its four remaining judges 
out of office, will be resisted in the Sen- 
ate, which it is likely will amend the 
bill, at least to the extent of providing 
that the four judges are to be assigned 
duty on the federal bench. Should the 
Senate do this, a deadlock of the con- 
ference committee over the provisions 
of the bill is certain. 


Members of both houses who oppose 
the House action say that it savors 
strongly of the judicial recall, and will 
not stand the test of judicial inquiry. 
The best lawyers in Congress do not 
hesitate to say that the provision is un- 
constitutional. Under the terms of the 
House bill the number of circuit judge- 
ships in the country would be reduced to 
29, and the commerce court is to wind 
up its affairs in 60 days following the 
passage of the bill. 

A great number of American shippers 
have been on record for months in favor 
of continuing the commerce court. They 
also have asked that. the jurisdiction of 
the court be extended to permit an ap- 
peal from negative orders of the inter- 
state commerce commission. A further 
expansion of the authority of the court 
that has many supporters lies in the 
direction of transferring to it- several 
classes of cases which now help clog the 
docket of the supreme court, including 
insular, bankruptcy and other cases. 
The supreme court, it is said, would 
welcome legislation relieving it in this 
way, and thus giving it more time for 
the really important subjects which are 
always before it. 

President Wilson last June, after sign- 
ing a requisition for another year’s ap- 
propriation for the commerce court, 
cautioned members of his party in Con- 
gress against handling the subject as a 
political issue, but the caution ap- 
parently has had little effect, for the 
House vote on Tuesday, 181 to 78, was 
practically a party vote. The President 
is also known to be strongly opposed to 
the inclusion of “riders” on general ap- 
propriation bills, and because of that 
opposition he reluctantly signed the 
sundry civil appropriation bill several 
months ago. What his stand will be 
regarding”the action of the House con- 
cerning the commerce court, nobody 
knows at this time. 

Attorney-General McReynolds has de- 
clared himself emphatically in favor of 
eontinuing the commerce court, and so 
has the interstate commerce commission, 
through its chairman, But these forces 
have not been enough to save the court 
in a House controlled by radicals. 

The members of the commerce court 
who are to retire to private activities in 
ease the provisions of the House bill are 
enacted into law are Martin A. Knapp, 
presiding judge, and Judges William H. 
Hunt, John E. Carland ard Julian W. 
Mack. The fifth member of the court at 
the time the court was created was R. 
W. Archbald of Pennsylvania, impeached 
in the closing half of the Taft adminis- 
tration. 

The commerce court was created by 
act of June 18, 1910, and had the strong 
backing of President Taft. The bill pro- 
viding for it was opposed in both houses 
by numerous Democrats and a few Re- 
publicans who were strongly opposed to 
special courts, but the weight of the 
presidential office was sufficient to over- 
come all opposition, and the bill was 
passed. In its earlier decisions the court 
ran counter to public sentiment by re- 
versing the rulings of the interstate 
commerce commission. The wave of radi- 
calism which subsequently swept over 
the country, was then beginning to rise, 
and it was quickly apparent that these 
decisions were to be made the basis of 
an attack upon the court. Bills were in- 
troduced in Congress to abolish it, and 
finally, in the latter part of the Taft 
edministration, the provision for wiping 
nut the court twice got through both 
houses, only to be vetoed, however, by 
the President. 

The law providing for the establish- 
ment of the commerce court authorized 
the President to appoint its five judges, 
who were to serve one, two, three, four 
and five years, respectively, and on the 
termination of the service of each judge 
he was to be assigned to a circuit court 
of appeals by the chief justice of the 
supreme court. 

The commevee court was given juris- 
diction over cases of the following named 
kinds: 

First—Cases for the enforcement, oth- 
erwise than by adjudication and collec- 
tion of a forfeiture or penalty, or by 
infliction of criminal punishment, of any 
order of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, other than the payment of 
money. 

Second—Cases brought to enjoin, set 
aside, annual or in whole or in 
part any order of the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

Third—Such cases as by section three 
of the interstate commerce act are au- 
thorized to be maintained in a federal

Blank Forms Are Issued 
by School Committee 


In order to comply with the new law 
new blank forms had to be drawn and 
are now issued by the state board of 
labor and industries. Previous to this 
time each community has had its own 
forms, Boston one, Chelsea another, Med- 
ford another and so on. 

As soon as the new forms have re- 
placed the old in offices it is believed 
their superiority will be acknowledged. 
For one thing, they will be uniform 
throughout the state, making it neces- 
sary to become familiar with but one set 
of forms and one method. In addition, 
they are more complete and more thor- 
ough, yet more simple and convenient, 
and the records can be made more 
quickly and with less labor and kept 
more conveniently. There are six forms 
in all. | 

The forms were devised by George §&. 
Burgess, secretary to the superintendent 
of the Boston public schools, who based 
them upon his own practical experience 
with school and office work. 

According to the bulletin, the child 
between 14 and 16 years of age who is 
going to work must first obtain from 
the employer an “Employer's Promise to 
Employ,” which must state what is the 
the nature of the proposed employment. 
The child must also secure from the 
teacher or principal of the school last 
attended a “School Record.” In addi- 
tion to these there must be objained a 
“Physician's Certificate” and one of age. 


These cards are then to be presented 
to the superintendent of schools, or to 
a person duly authorized to issue em- 
ployment certificates. 

No school record shall be issued unless 
a child has completed fourth-grade work 
in English, nor wnless the child has 
regularly attended day school for at 
least 150 days after becoming 153. 

Two forms for minors from 16 to 21 
years of age have been provided for the 
educational certificate, and they are to 
be made out in the same manner as the 
employment _ certificate. The form 
printed on the gray card is to be issued

GOOD VOLUME 
OF FREIGHT 
IS HANDLED 


Improvement in General Move- 


ment Is Reported-by Western 
Roads and There Is Much 


Less Talk of Poor Business 


MONETARY SITUATION 


CHICAGO—All of the western rail- 
roads report an improvement in the gen- 
eral movement of freight. There appears 
to be less talk of poor business all around 


than there was recently. Confidence 
seems to be entering into the ajituation, 
affecting nearly every line of trade and 
in practically all directions. This, too, 
in spite of comparatively firm monetary 
conditions’ Prominent bankers say there 
is an insistent demand for money, and it 
is expected this will keep up for 60 to 90 
days. Some argue that the great loss 
to the corn crop will lessen the demand 
for money to move what is left, and that 
there will be a lighter movement of other 
grains on account of the prospect of high 
prices later and the scarcity of feed on 
the farms, all of which will tend to les- 
sen the demand for funds. But with the 
talk of easier money comes the reminder 
that bank loans and the demand for ac- 
commodation in other lines of business 
do not indicate a change in the situation 
for the immediate future at least. 

It would be a misstatement to create 
the belief that all of the unsatisfactory 
exigencies of the business situation have 
been removed. It is true that trade ten- 
dencies continue rather mixed, but the 
whole movement in general business is 
onward. The probability is that the 
summer depression in trade has scraped 
bottom, and that September statistics 
will show a marked improvement com 
pared with the previous month, although 
it is doubtful if they show even a 
moderately fair comparison with a year 
ago. But with an improvement in trade, 
due to the autumn requirements, the de- 
mand for money must necessarily in- 
crease, What improvement there has 
been in the situation has no doubt had a 
cheerful effect on the securities markets 
and, in addition, there is the growing 
corffidence in the great banking centers 
that autumn will pass smoothly and 
without violent disturbance. The action 
of the secretary of the treasury, in re- 
assuring the country that treasury as- 
sistance was forthcoming to expedite the 
movements of crops and care for other 
business requirements, stimulated con- 
fidence generally throughout the country. 

There is now a feeling in financial 
circles throughout the West, at least, 
that some of the difficulties which 
seemed so serious a‘few months ago’are 
being overcome. Labor disputes are less 
menacing and the railroads are operat- 
ing with less friction between the em- 
ployers and employees. But the rail- 
roads are still confronted with the prob- 
lems of financing their needs in the way 
of extensions, for the scarcity of capital 
is now nearly as great as it was six 
months ago, and the cost of capital is 
too high to enable the railroads to do 
more than temporary financing. 

Trade in nearly all mercantile lines 
seems to be slowly recovering. Reporta 
from week to week show a volume of 
business larger than in preceding weeks. 
Dry goods and kindred lines reflect a 
heavier business than a year ago. A 
large part of the business is for immed- 
iate shipment, as most buyers need sup- 
plies constantly, owing to their light 
stocks. They are also finding out that 
stocks in hands of jobbers and manu- 
facturers are light for this season, and 
with any
